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High  Licence  or  the  Dow  Law. 

The  tegislatiie  mill  ih  slowly  grind¬ 
ing  out  the  lawn  for  the  year.  Per- 
hajje  the  nraat  Iiiujx>rt&st  ih  tlie  high- 
license  combined  with  local  option  hi  1 
for  the  curtailing  of  the  liquor  traffic. 
t  This  hill  Las  1*-cn  adopted  by  tl^e 
Republican  <mucus,  and  will  be  passed 
as  a  party  measure,  receiving  at  the 
outsell  only  three  <>r  four  Democratic 
vote*.  It  is  uijdenitood  that  the  local- 
option  feature  is  adopted  at  the  ftti; 
gestion  of  thu  numlx-rs  from  tie 
southern  portion  of  tire  State.  Tl|e 
northern  counties  will  secure  the  be 
etit  of  whatever  restrictive  license-fees 
are  ri>i|»-s4-d.  It  is  very  imporbu  t 
that  the  minimum  license  fee  si  mil 
fixed  at  an  amount  sufficiently  high  to 
reduce  materially  the  number  of  i 
looona,  otherwise  the  law  will  be 
failure  as  fai  as  its  jiower  to  regulate 
the  liquor  traffic  is  concerned. 

Roth  these  temperance  laws  ha  We 
uiir  earnest  endorsement  Having 
waited  so  long  for  the  adoption  <^f 
some  adequate  measure  of  relief  from 
the  evils  of  the  liquo^  traffic,  we  would 
not  now  lie  found  fighting  against- ar v 
law  because  it  slml)  not  seem  to  us  to 
l>e  tlie  1  »st  to  l»e  had.  It  is  possible 
however  that  debate  may  disclose  some 
weak  places  in  the  bill  not  now  sun- 
pccted,  or  opposition  from  some  ajs 
yet  unexpected  quarter  may  make 
s«  >me  change  iu  the  present  programme 
desirable*.  It  is  not  too  late  therefore 
to  call  attention  to  some  of  the  excel 
lencies  of  the  Dow  Law  which  make 
it  sujierior  to  any  hijfh-license  law, 
Ivowever  well-considered. 

The  Dow  Law  is  in  the  first  place  a 
tax-law.  There  is  no  license  system 
alniut  it.  To  license  .a  traffic  is 
stamp  the  brand  of  crime*  upon 
Such  a  brand  attaches  to  both  thje 
buyer  and  seller,  naturally  causing 
both  to  resent  the  interference  of  ti 
law  and  demand  its  repeal.  Toman 
people  of  .conscientious  convictions  it 
seems  to  give  the  authorization  of  tl 
State  to  thu  commission  of  crime,  thu 
involving  them  as  a  e.  iniin 

in  the  wrong.  A  tax  law  avoids  this 
-difficulty  and  so  is  likely  to  secure  tlje 
good-v  ill  of  all  in  its  enforcement. 

The  Dow  Law  is  so  drawn  as  to 
compel  its  own  enforcement.  As  tb 
tax  becomes  a  lieu  upon  the  property' 
wli^re  the  business  of  liquor  selling 
carried  on,  each  lanillord  becomes' 
special  policeman  to  secure  its  pa 
mcsit.  If  not  promptly  paid  he 
to  tlie  projier  officer  and  demands  that 
the  ] Kly men t  be  enforced  or  the  ssiloqu 
closed.  If  not  paid  within  a,  few 
months  the  penalty  attaches, and  stock 
and  fixtures  must  be  sold  under  tlie 
hammer  by  the  sheriff.  There  is  no 
such  thing  as  a  man  selling  from  ter  n 
to  term  of  court  without  a  license,  pr 
of  liis  being  blackmailed  by  lawye  ts 
or  court  officers.  All  that  thcsaWn 
keeper  pay  s  goes  to  the  county,  arid 
he  pays  it  lieonnse  he  must  or  hate 
his  projierty  sold  over  his  head.  Tlie 
latullurd  liecomcs  a  ixffice  officer  lo 
detect  and  push,  because  he  eaunrt 
afford  to  permit  taxes  tt*  accumulate 
upon  his  real  estate.  A  high  t^x 
under  this  law  grinds  tail  the  low  gin 
mills  j*ermitting  only  tlie  fittest  !o 
survive.  Tlie  power  to  tax  is  the 
power  to  destroy:  and  under  it  aid 
by  it,  with  the  lien  and  distraint  pro 
visions,  and  increasing  the  tax,  it  is 
possible,  as  far  as  legislation  can,  :o 
more  effectively  destroy  the  evils  >f 
this  traffic,  with  less  cost  and  friction, 
than  by  any  other  method.  If  desir¬ 
able  tlie  local -option  principle  can  be 
united  with  it  ns  well  iis  with  tlie 
high  license  system. 

It  is  a  better  system  than  the  avtr 
age  high  license  law  and  can  be*  made 
to  return  whatever  revenue  may  lie 
desired,  or  to  regulate  tlie  saloon  tn  f 
fic  to  the  extent  of  partial  or  complete 
prohibition. 

While  approving  whatever  method 
may*  seem  w  ise  to  the  legislature  to 
adopt,  the  good  features  of  this  la(w 
iniiv  well  he  commended  to  their  At¬ 
tention  ami  support.  There  is  go«)d 
reason  to  congratulate  tlie  voters  u; 
the  earnestness  ami  zeal  of  the 
publican  members  in  the  support 
some  effective  temperance  measu 
Democrats  and  Assistant  Democrats 
may  jxiiut  with  such  pride  as  tli«y 
may  feel  toward  a  parly  committed  jit 
all  times  and  in  every  way  to  tho  pi 
petuation  un*l  support  of  the  sal< 
interest.  Those. who  have  doubted 
to  the  attitude  of  parties  upon  t 
-  question  may  well  watch  the  progress 
of  temperance  im  .-h  iii  through  the 
legislature  and  the  volts  of  individual 
'  members  upon  the  final  passage  4>f 
the  bill  adopted.

as  tij  interest  the  ways  ami  mians 
comnjittees  of  State  Legislatures,  if 
not  tjie  Prohibitionists.  A  great  deal 
of  im$»ney  for  State  puiqxM*es  can  be 
gotten,  it  appears'  by  restricting  the 
privilege  of  selling  stimulating  bever¬ 
ages  fo  such  persons  as  will  pay  largely 
for  tlie  privilege.  This  is-tliought  to 
be  a  valuable  discovery,  but  it  is  found 
also  that  the  high  license  has  the  effect 
of  restricting  the  amount  and  improv¬ 
ing  fhe  quality  of  the  liquors  con 
sumed-  Illinois  imposes  a  tux  of  $500 
on  saloons,  with  the  result  of  reducing 
their  number  by  one- third  and  increas¬ 
ing  t^ie  State’s  revenues  from  this 
source  from  $700,000  to  $-1,500,000. 
Chicago  has  4,000  saloons  instead  of 
0,000;  and.  gets  $2,000,000  instead  of 
$200,000.  The  Minnesota  high  license 
law  h|is  decreased  the  numlier  of  sa 
loons  by  about  1,600.  In  Winona 
the  lafw  has  reduced  the  .number  from 
eight  to  one,  and  in  Caledonia  from 
fifteen  to  four.  Iu  Missouri,  where 
the  niew  law  fixes  the  maximum  cost 
of  a  license  at  $1,200  and  the  mini¬ 
mum  I  at  $550,  the  revenue  has  been 
trebled.  Nebraska  has  a  license  fee 

of  $1^000  in  cities  and  $500  elsewhere. 
The.  effect  has  been  tq  cut  down  the 
number  of  drinking  places  nearly  one- 
half,  aud  to  increase  the  State’s  rev¬ 
enue  livefold.  Wholesale  dealers  in 
Michigan  pay  a  license  fee  of  $800, 
and  the  retailers  pay  from  $300  to 
$500.  The  result  is  au  increase  of 
revenue  to  millions,  aud  a  reduction 
of  the  numlier, of  saloons  from  10,000 
to  about  5,000.  Local  option  is,  how¬ 
ever,  to  be  credited  with  a  part  of  the 
reduction  in  the  number  of  saloons. 
Ohio  has  placed  a  tax  of  $200  on  all 
general  liquor  stores  and  a  tax  of  $100 
ty^r  saloons.  The  revenue  has 
thus  been  increased  to  aliout  $2,000,- 
000.  In  Atlanta,  Ga.,  the  fee  is  $1,500, 
but  it  1ms  been  required  for  so  short  a 
time  that  its  results  can  not  yet  lie 
fully  estimated.  It  is  to  be  noted, 
however,  as  regards  Atlanta,  that  at 
that  city  high  license  succeeds  prohi¬ 
bition.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
several  of  the  States  mentioned  above 
the  conviction  that  “prohibition  does 
not  prohibit”  having  liecouje  more  or 
less  general  where  it  lias  been  tried. 
It  undoubtedly  surrenders  a  bountiful 
source  of  revenue,  without  wholly  ar¬ 
resting  the  liquor  evil,  as  the  exper¬ 
ience  of  Maine  unfortunately  demon 
strates.  Should  it  appear  that  the 
requirement  of  a  high  ljeense  fee  in 
this  State  would  have  the  effect  »>f 
abating  the  demoralization  noted  in 
the  grand  jury’s  last  report,  and  at  the 
same  time  enable  the  State  and  city 
to  abate  taxes  that  press  heavily  upon 
the  jxK>r,  it  may  be  well  for  the  present 
Legislature  to  consider  tlie  undeniable 
merit  :of  the  high- license  system.
